Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and the examiner discussed the 
patentability of proposed claims faxed to the examiner on September 29, 2005 which added the limitations of using 
gravity and a pump in claims 1 and 15 to feed liquid to the protein skimmer.
